Recollections of an Early Groenbelter 

A combination of women*s history month and the death 
on January 15 of Elizabeth Harrington^ Greenbelt*s mayor 
from 19i9 to 1951, gives new currency to a taped interview 
conducted with her nine years ago—on December 1, 1980, 

For this oral history project at the University of Manyland, 

Harrington ranged widely over the events of her life, A 
native of Mississippi, where she was educated, Harrington 
moved to Netv York City, where she earned a Master*s de¬ 
gree in religious education at Columbia University. She 
then worked fop several years before her marriage as a 
member of the national board of the YWCA. 

Believing that her memories of wartime Greenbelt and 
her role in local politics might interest our readers, vje here 
share with you excerpts from that intervieu). The student 
interviewer loas Robert Douglas.

BARC Buildings Will Get 
Many Major Improvements

Greenbelt city council met with new Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center (BARC) director Dr. Essex Fin¬ 
ney at a worksession on March 19. Following a presentation 
on the planned restoration of much of BARC, Dr. Finney 
addressed questions from council and Greenbelt citizens. 


We came to Greenbelt to live 
because it was the only place 
we could find at the time. This 
was during World War II, and 
we had no information about the 
community. My husband came to 
work in the Defense Department, 
in the Pentagon, I believe, at 
that time. 

We heard that you could apply 
for an apartment—row house, we 
lived in a row house. We liked 
it, our children loved it. There 
was a swimming pool, play¬ 
grounds, woods around to build 
tree houses in for the boys. It 
was a wonderful little commun¬ 
ity, it really was. 

We went to Greenbelt with the 
expectation of staying four or 
five months while we looked 
around for a more suitable place 
to live. And we stayed nine years. 
We became very deeply involved 
in the community. My husband 
and I both were presidents of 
various community organizations 
—-there were lots of them. The 
community probably, one might 
think, was over organized. But 
it was organized in such a way 
that there was great coopera¬ 
tion between the various organi¬ 
zations and we felt that it was 
for the betitermen of the com¬ 
munity that it was done on a 
cooperative basis. The grocery 
store, and, I believe, all the other 
stores were cooperatively run. 1 
know the gas station was. 

At first I thought it was a 
very unfriendly place because 
we lived up in the new section. 
(iShe means the defense homes 
area during the war.) Everybody 
else was new, nobody knew any¬ 
body. And finally, because I was 
at home all the time, and I had 
an old car, I used to push the 
mail truck up the little hill with 
it when the mail truck wouldn’t 
budge. Finally, the younger peo¬ 
ple around us realized that I 
was at home all the time. They 
were lonely because most of their 
husbands were off in the service. 
So they would congregate at my 
house. I didn’t like that par¬ 
ticularly. My husband used to 
say, *^Well, they’re lonely.” And 
I would say, ‘‘Well, I’m not, and 
I wish they would seek out the 
lonely people.” But having a 
car—well, I took people that I 
had never heard of to the gro¬ 
cery store which was then a 
mile away. We lived up on Pla¬ 


teau Place, I think that’s about 
a mile from the present grocery 
store. But I would take people 
grocery shopping, I would take 
them to the Health Association 
to see the doctor. One day I 
picked up a lady who had had 
too much to drink. I always pick¬ 
ed up anybody; somebody said 
that was the reason I got elected 
to the Council, my old Plymouth 
was so st\irdy and reliable. She 
said to me, “Do you know the 
Chief of Police?” and I said, 
“Yes.” She said, “So do I.” And 
then she told me that she was 
going to the bus station and go¬ 
ing back into Washington to live, 
I was greatly relieved to find 
out that she didn’t live in Green¬ 
belt. 

I was on the Board of the 
Health Association. We had a 
small health association and we 
employed our doctors, spread our 
fees, and had a cooperative ar¬ 
rangement with Group Health in 
Washington for the service of 
specialists. (My husband) was 
president of the Civic Associa¬ 
tion, I was president of the PTA, 
he was on the Board of the Co-op 
which owned and operated the 
stores. He was also on the Board 
of the Housing Association. 
Greenbelt was owned by the fed¬ 
eral government but it was to 
be sold and people who lived 
there felt it should be sold to 
a cooperative that was managed 
by the residents. And it was 
eventually, but not in time for 
us to stay there. We had to move 
because my parents were coming 
to live with us.

Restorations 

Emphasizing that the restora¬ 
tions will improve the quality of 
research at BARC, and therefore 
decrease the likelihood of parcels 
of the center being sold to de¬ 
velopers, Dr. Finney outlined the 
recommendations resulting from 
a one-and-a-half year study by 
Gilford and Associates of South 
Carolina. The consultant’s report 
recommended making major im¬ 
provements to BARC’s infra¬ 
structure by renovating existing 
buildings, constructing new fa¬ 
cilities, and modernizing utilities 
(steam, water and electricity prc- 
duction and distribution). 

Dr. Finney said that BARC’s 
greenhouses, many of which date 
back to the 1930’s, are expensive 
to heat and are inadequate for 
many current research needs. The 
greenhouses are among the first 
facilities being renovated, at a 
cost of $23 million over the next 
nine years. He also said that the 
report recommends spending $68 
million over 12 years to gut and 
totally rebuild a number of build¬ 
ings, and that new construction 
has been planned to reflect the 
center’s shift from field to lab- 
based research, at a cost of $4.5 
million over 14 years. Addition¬ 
ally, Dr. Finney said that the 
report recommends spending $20 
million over the next 10 years 
on continuing maintenance at 
BARC. 

Council member Joe Isaacs ex¬ 
pressed concern about whether 
the plan would be fully funded 
by Congress. Dr. Finney respond¬ 
ed that the area’s representa¬ 
tives had been quite effective at 
advancing the concerns of the 
center and the community, and 
that the consultant's report had 
been a valuable document to pre¬ 
sent to the General Accounting 
Office to justify the cost of re¬ 
novations.

concerns that parcels of BARC 
may be sold or that environmen¬ 
tally sensitive areas of the cen¬ 
ter may be jeopardized. Dr. Fin¬ 
ney said that although “there will 
always be pressure” on the gov¬ 
ernment to divest itself of pieces 
of BARC, he will try to main¬ 
tain the facility at its present 
size. He also assured the council 
members that no BARC develop¬ 
ment would take place in wet¬ 
lands. To assist in this effort, 
Dr, Finney said that the center’s 
plan for land use and manage¬ 
ment is being updated. 

Council member Thomas X. 
White asked Dr. Finney about 
BARC’s stance on the expansion 
of Edmonston Road. Dr. Finney 
responded that, like council, he 
was against the expansion. 

Greenbelt citizen Eunice Coxon 
voiced concerns about hazardous 
waste disnosal at BARC, asking 
if any of the recent violations 
BARC was cited for by the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control (CI>C) 
could have resulted in air or 
water pollution. Dr. Finney said 
that the problems that CDC iden¬ 
tified at BARC concerned the 
incorrect storage of chemicals, 
resulting in vials of substances 
being kept for longer than is 
currently allowed. He said that 
procedures for chemical storage 
have been changed and are being 
strictly enforced, and that CDC 
did not find any evidence that 
any hazardous chemicals had im¬ 
properly entered the environ¬ 
ment.

Explaining Our Position 

To the Editor: 

Four members of the Lake¬ 
side Citizens’ Association went to 
the City Council meeting on 
February 26 to press for action 
on the Master Plan for Buddy 
Attick Lake Park, and to appeal 
for a stop to further building 
and “development” of the park 
until such a jplan is adopted. 

The March 15 News Review 
correctly reported this concern, 
but the story may have given 
readers a misleading impression

of how the newly-constructed 
picnic shelters figured into our 
appeal. We have not criticized 
the City for replacing deteriorat¬ 
ing shdters with new ones. In 
fact, we have praised this much- 
needed refurbishment. They are 
tastefully designed and well 
made. 

Our point was that three shel¬ 
ters had been erected north of, 
and adjacent to the footpath, in 
an area heretofore protected 
from such development. Our fear 
was that these structures might 
signify the incremental conver¬ 
sion of a natural, wooded area 
to an area destined for high- 
density use. The point of having 
a Master Plan is that it would 
provide guidance on which areas 
of the park should be used for 
picnic tables, as well as a for¬ 
mula for maintenance and con¬ 
servation. 

On the day after the Council 
meeting. City staff removed two 
of the three shelters. The Coun¬ 
cil decided to leave one shelter 
in place, but to equip it wifth 
a bench for strollers rather than 
a picnic table. 

Since July 1989 the Master 
Plan has been “on hold.” Now, 
apparently, it is again on the 
Council’s agenda. We hope that 
Council will act soon to save the 
park from further unplanned de¬ 
velopment.

Roosevelt Stamp Display 
At Greenbelt Library 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and his wife Eleanor will be the 
subjects of a special stamp dis¬ 
play, to be located in the glass 
case outside the Tugwell Room 
on the main floor of the Green¬ 
belt library. It can be seen dur¬ 
ing the regular library hour 
through Monday, April 30. 

Included are unusual “first day 
covers,” stamps from over 30 
foreign countries honoring the 
Roosevelts, as well as rare dr 
mestic items. FDR w?s probably 
the most famous stamp collector 
of the 20th century. He had a 
collection of over one and a half 
million stamps, most of which 
were sold at auction in 1949. 
One of the special items on 
display will be the “first da^' 
cover” of the 1934 Maryland 
stamp from the President’s per¬ 
sonal collection. Roosevelt active¬ 
ly promoted, and even designed, 
several stamps. Copies of his 
personal sketches will be shown. 

The display is the private col¬ 
lection of Dr. Keith A. Winsell. 
Dr. Winsell, who moved to 
Greenbelt in the summer of 1986 
wrote the 1945-1957 chapter of 
the 50-year history of the com¬ 
munity and has served on the 
Board of Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum. 

He will be leaving in early 
May to become Associate Director 
of The Amistad Research Center 
at Tulane University in New Or¬ 
leans.

The March 3 benefit concert 
by .pianist and arts patron A1 
Herling was a financial success 
too. The net proceeds from the 
event totaled about $3,400. The 
sponsors, the Greenbelt Art Cen¬ 
ter and the Prince Georges 
County Arts Council, will divide 
this money with the local share 
$1,700, About 360 people attended 
the concert. 

The Arts Center had already 
announced that its share would 
go into a Facilities Development 
Fund, to help pay for the inter¬ 
ior of the performing arts the¬ 
ater anticipated for the planned 
Community Center. 

Fund at $4,700 

In announcing the results of 
the benefit, the Arts Center also 
announced that it has allocated 
an additional $2,000 from its re¬ 
maining 1989-90 money to the 
fund. Moreover, American Legion 
Post 136 made a post-concert 
donation of $1,000 to the Arts 
Center, which also went into the 
fund. As a result, the Facilities 
Development Fund has $4,700 
committed to it. The Arts Center 
has pledged not to use the money 
for any other purpose. 

Additional Contributions 

Much of the money contributed 
for the concert was in donations, 
in addition to ticket sales. Many 
of the ticket buyers voluntarily 
paid more than the ticket price. 
There were also some separate 
large contributions. A signifi¬ 
cant percentage of the contribu¬ 
tors were from outside Green- 
belt. 

Aside from the money contri¬ 
butors, the event also benefited 
from in~kind contributions, a few 
of which" were substantial. Most 
significant was the post-concert 
reception, contributed by Deanne 
Lange of 5 Pinecrest Court and 
several of her friends. The piano 
was loaned by the Baldwin Com¬ 
pany. Services of the piano mov¬ 
ers and piano tuner (Mike 
Tradrs) were at no cost to the 
Arts Center. The printing of the 
program and promotional mater¬ 
ial was likewise a contribution. 
The Bakers and Confectioners 
Union provided the cake for the 
reception.

State Income Tax Tips 

Approximately 80,000 errors 
have been spotted on state tax 
returns filed so far, including 
more than 17,000 returns which 
were filed unnecessarily, “If 
youYe single and under 65, you 
don't have to file a Maryland re¬ 
turn unless you earn $5,100 or 
more last year or you're filing to 
get a refund for taxes withheld 
from your pay," said Maryland 
State Comptroller Louis Gold¬ 
stein, 

Students and other dependent 
taxpayers do not have to file a 
state return unless their income 
was at least $5,100 for 1989. 

Married couples who are both 
65 or older are not required to 
file unless their gross income was 
$10,400 or more, in 1989. 

Mr. Goldstein said, “You should 
file if you are due a refund of 
taxes withheld, regardless of your 
income." 

“Many taxpayers are entering 
the wrong exemption amounts. 
You are allowed the same num¬ 
ber of exemptions on your Mary¬ 
land return as you claimed on 
your federal return, but the dol¬ 
lar amounts are different," he 
explained. 

Goldstein noted that all state 
income taxpayers (except depend¬ 
ent taxpayers) may claim a per¬ 
sonal exemption of $1,100 on the 
1980 Maryland income tax return 
now being filed. Taxpayers 65 
or older or blind may also claim 
an additional exemption of $1,000. 

“We’re also continuing to no¬ 
tice that many taxpayers filing 
the Maryland short Form 503 
are cheating themselves by go¬ 
ing to the tax table to find their 
tax too soon—before subtract¬ 
ing the dollar value of their 
standard deduction and personal 
exemption. Don't make that mis¬ 
take because it can cost you 
hundreds of dollars in unneces¬ 
sary state and local income tax," 
he said. 

The comptroller noted that the 
Maryland tax tables were re¬ 
designed to follow the pattern 
of the federal tables. “So if 
you're using the 1989 Maryland 
short form, be certain to subtract 
your standard deduction and per¬ 
sonal exemption before you go 
to the tax table," Mr. Goldstein 
said.

Fertilize Trees Soon 

by Bill Phelan, city horticulturist 

The proper time for fertiliz¬ 
ing trees is rapidly approaching. 
Spring fertilizer applications may 
help a weak or slow growing 
oak tree survive attack by gypsy 
moth caterpillars. If the new 
growth on the tree is less than 
nine inches per year people 
should consider fertilizing the 
tree. The best time to do this 
is March or early April. 

The easiest way to apply the 
fertilizer is to broadcast it evenly 
over the entire area under the 
tree and to a distance slightly 
outside the drip-line of the tree. 
First, roughly calculate the num¬ 
ber of square feet the area 
under the tree. Apply about two 
pounds of actual nitrogen for 
each 1,000 square feet. If using 
a fertilizer labeled 20-20-20 it 
will be necessary to apply ten 
pounds since the first of the ser¬ 
ies of numbers tells the percent¬ 
age of nitrogen in the fertilizer. 
Generally fertilizers with a 2-1-2 
ratio are used for fertilizing 
trees. 

The problem with the broad¬ 
cast method of fertilizer applica¬ 
tion is it may cause the grass 
under the tree to be much green¬ 
er and to grow much faster than 
the rest of the lawn. An alter¬ 
nate method is to drill holes 
every two feet in the same area 
under the tree. The holes should 
be at least two inches in diame¬ 
ter and no deeper than 18 inches. 
The same amount of fertilizer 
is then divided equally among 
the holes and the remainder of 
the hole is filled with sand and 
capped with a plug of grass that 
was saved when the hole was 
drilled,

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 


Hello Again ! ! 


Due to the recent periods of warm weather the last few 
weeks, we have had several requests for air conditioning service. 
Let me share with you the latest changes that have occurred with 
respect to air conditioning regulations and preventive mainten¬ 
ance. The last few months the federal government has cracked 
down on fluorocarbon pollution in many different areas. In our 
automobile and truck A/C systems the fluorocarbon “FREON** is 
ox utmost importance in ensuring that we have an efficient air 
conditioning system. Over the winter months we do not use the 
A C system to cool the interiors of our vehicles, however, the 
system is electrically and mechanically activated. Due to the cold 
outside air we do not use the air conditioning and It is at this 
point that the system can develop a slight discharge and loss of 
freon. When it comes time for the warm weather we switch on 
th^^ A/C system and to our surprise there is no cold air. Some 
experts feel that automobile air conditioning systems contribute 
up to 37'T of the pollution in our atmosphere. So what should 
you do if you have a chronic leak in a major component? Do 
you invest big bucks to make the necessary repair in a major 
component?
